But 
theſe being not to be accompliſh'd without 
knowledge of bodies and diſcafes,three other 
were added, Phyjjologia , which unfolds the 
natural conſtitutions of bodies. Patbologia, 
which looks to the nature, cauſe, and ſym- | 
ptoms of diſeaſes. Semeiotica , which dif- 
courſes of paſt, prefent , and future ſigns. 
Hygiene conliders fix #0#-nataural things, 
with their various uſe in fick and ſound, old 
and young, &c. Therapeia teaches how to 
cure diſcaſes, by Diet, Pharmacy, or Chyrur-

gery. Now this Book being chiefly compos'd 
for the young Students in the laſt, I ſhall lay 
down a few Rules for the eaſter attaining to 
the knowledge thereof. 

Know then, with our famous Dr. Read, I 
define Chyrurgery a branch of the therapeutical 
part of Medicine, whereby divers diſeaſes of 
mans body are cured by manual operation, The 
firſt words contein the gens, the laſt, z. e. by.

Hippocrates and Galen teach to begin the 
Study of Anatomy with the Dodrine of the 
Bones, therefore the Student ought firſt to be 
inſtructed in the knowledge of the Bones, be- 
fore he come to Anatomical Inſpection of the 
whole Body 3 elſe he will be but half-fighted, 
in noting the original and inſertion of the 
muſcles, and cleaving of other parts to bony 
conceptacles. |

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If thou ask why ſo? I anſwer, firſt, T know 
not a better the world yer hath produc'd for 
young Students ; and himſclf is ftil'd,by our 
Engliſh Hippocrates Dr. Farvy, Corypheus 
Anatomicorum 3 and is ſaid by Dr. Primroſe, to 
have perfected Anatomy 3 laſtly, in his laſt 
Edition of his Anthropographia,he diſowns all 
his other Anatomical Treatiſes, except his 
Enchiridion. Secondly ,, I did it to free fo 
great a Perſon from a world of Errors, com- 


mitted by a Tranſlator and Printer in
